W hile other towns have been enjoy­ 
ing lower telephone rates and the 
conflicts 
of 
com peting 
companies 
East Liverpool has been standing idly 
by doing nothing but w atch Hie im 
provement and wonder when enter 
prise and push would awaken its peo 
pie to a realization of the truth th a t 
high priced telephones were gone for 
ever. 
M eantim e a quite m ovem ent had 
been placed on a sound footing, and 
men w ith power to back their actions 
began negotiations with a telephone 
company recently organized in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
T h ey asked th e Cincinnati 
people w h at they could offer, and were 
informed th a t they had a telephone 
which would equal lf not excel the 
instrum ent used by the Hell company. 
It bas been thoroughly tested in a 
number of towns, and at all tim es bas 
proved em in en tly satisfactory. 
They 
guaranteed their system, and are very 
anxious to secure a footing in East 
Liverpool. 
W hen informed th a t the 
system would never am ount to any­ 
th in g In th is place w ith o u t outside 
connections, 
they wrote 
th a t they 
would soon have th a t little m atter ar­ 
ranged to su it th e dem ands of their 
subscribers, promising a long distance 
connection as soon as they were well 
started. 
W hen spoken to regarding 
local connection they said they could 
have exchanges 
established in the 
principal tow ns of th e county, and 
connections would be formed with 
Lisbon, Salem and 
W ellsville in a 
short tim e after the system was es­ 
tablished in th is city. 
An arrange­ 
m ent of this character would give 
local 
subscribers 
many advantages 
which 
they now 
enjoy, and a t a 
greatly reduced rate. 
In short, the 
company 
promised 
a 
great 
many 
things, and in such a straight for­ 
ward, upright manner th a t the local 
people interested in the move began 
to cast about for prospective sub­ 
scribers, and they were con ten t with 
w hat encouragem ent they met. 
Further 
correspondence 
brought 
out th e term s of the new corporation 
making the prime movers very glad 
when they heard ail th a t was to he 
known. 
T he rate for business houses 
was fixed a t $3 per m onth and for resi 
deuces $1.50. 
T hese figures gave the 
projectors a basis upon which to work 
and a number of representative peo 
pie were Interviewed; manufacturers 
decided th a t they would like to have 
the service, doctors promised to sub 
scribe, grocers agreed to have instru 
m ents placed in theirstores, butchers 
wanted them , 
druggists said they 
were right In line, and many persons 
promised to have phones placed in 
their residences at $1.50 a m onth. 
8 0 
encouraging did the prospect seem 
that th e parties decided th a t they 
would Lind subscribers for IOO or 500 
instrum ents. 
T hen they began flgur 
log up th e cost of a plant to supply 
th a t number, and negotiations are 
now in progress and have been for 
several days. 
T h e N e w s K k v i e w was 
informed th a t there was little doubt 
as to the success of the enterprise if 
the talk of representative men would 
count for anything. 
T hey wanted the 
system if it could furnish a good ser­ 
vice at a low rate, and were satisfied 
w ith th e proposition of the Cincinnati 
people. 
T h e company in turn m ani­ 
fest an anxious disposition to appear 
in this part of the state, and are w ill­ 
ing to make concessions in order to get 
footing. 
I t will be remembered th a t the 
board of com merce appointed a com ­ 
m ittee on telephones some tim e ago, 
aud th a t the co m m ittee was instructed 
to investigate rates w ith a view to 
having them reduced. 
If the com m it­ 
tee ever returned an answer th e re­ 
port was never made public, but now 
it will have som ething tan gib le upon 
winch to work. 
T h e project will be 
taken up by the board, and th e com ­ 
m ittee will compare the charges w ith 
the new rates in other towns. 
It may 
be th at th e Hell company will be noti­ 
fied of w hat is going on. and be given 
an opportunity to m eet the cut. Some 
subscribers will always be partial to 
the Hell, and lf th ey can obtain the 
service at the new rate it is possible 
that they will stand by the old com ­ 
pany.
